DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 11/29/2010 has been entered. Claims 4, 7, 13, 2, 
21, 23, 29-34 and 38 were previously cancelled. Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 8-12, 14-19, 22, 24-28 and 35- 
37 are currently pending in the appUcation. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The foUowdng is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1,18 and 35 have been amended to more clearly recite the invention and overcome the 
112 1^' and 2°'' rejection as presented in office action dated 3/19/2010. The closest prior art does 
not teach similar limitations of allowing unloading and loading of one or more passengers while 
other passenger units are in motion. At least these features are not taught or reasonable suggested 
by the prior art of record.
